EARTHQUAKE AT ALEPPO. 
Extract of a letter from Mr. lenjamin Barker, Agent 
for the British and Foreign Bible Society, at Aleppo. 
Garden of Ibrahim Aga, near the Ruins 
of Aleppo, Aug. 23, 1822. 

With a heavy heart 1 take up my pen to 
trace anew in my dejected mind, the most 
dreadful of all eveats. ‘The wounds of afflic- 
tion must bleed afresh, when I recall t> my 
memory the lamentations of fathers for their 
children, of children for their fathers, of hus- 
bands for their wives, of wives for their hus- 
bands, running naked from place te place, im- 
ploring the protection of the Almighty, or with 
their feeble hands, trying, amidst the falling 
ruins, to extricate themselves and their reta- 
tions. - 

On the night of the 13th of August, about 
half past nine o'clock, Aleppo, the third city in 
the Ottoman Empire, built entirely ot stove, 
was, in the space of a few seconds, brought 
down to its foundations. 

I was at that time asicep on the terrace of 
my particular friend, Mr. Maseyk, who by the 
help of the Almighty, was mercifully saved, 
with all his family. 

About half an hour previous to the great 


skock, a light one was felt, when! took the | 
the precaution to draw my bed from under a | 


very high wall, where it was placed. I was 
soon awakened by the fall of that wall, on the 
very spot where my bed stood. I sprang 


from my couch, and, without waiting to dress |

THE SPANISH MINISTRY, 

The following are the sketches drawn by 
the Madrid correspondent of an English paper 
i ot the character, abilities, &c. of the present 
Spamsh ministry. The important responsibil- 
ities now iinposed on them give an interest to 
particulars which otherwise might not deserve 
our attention.—N. ¥. American. 


Manni, Dec. 21. T have already given you 
some idea of the character of San Miguel, the 
Minister of State. Every body agrees that he 
is a brave soldier, and has some military skill 
— indeed, a second Sir Robert Wilson in his in- 
trepidity in the field, a3 wellas his precipitation 
in council. He was chief of the staff in the 
army of the Isla, and performed his duties in a 
blameless manner. After this he became one 
of the principal @-mbers of the party of free- 
masans, to which he owes his elevation. It 
may be here observed that this party was 
originally formed in Cadiz in the year 1812, 
is in the beginning they adopted the same 
system of toleration and philanthropy which 
are held by all the freemasons of Europe. In 
1814 upon the return of Ferdinand and the re- 
‘| establishment of the monstrous tribunal of the 
Inquisition, they were persecuted with pecu- 
liar malignity. But their internal organization 
serving them with the means of secret com- 
munication, they formed the design of re-estab- 
lishing liberty, and they exerted themselves 
strenuously to accomplish their object.

One of the 
things for which the Communeros particularly 
blame him, is his employing several of the 
dipiomatists of the oid regime, who are said to 
be enemies of the Constitution. It is further 
charged that he has not eriginated one single 
measure Which indicates a profound and hap- 
py genius, since he has been invested with ot- 
tice. He gets through the routine business 
with sufficient industry, but there is about bim 
no attribute of astatesman. Sir William A’- 
Court can scarcely get on with him at all. He 
unsays one day what he most solemnly promis- 
ed the day before, and again he renews his 
first declarations, and again annuls them. In 
some instances our Minister has been treated 
in a manner as if he were the representative oi 
some petty German circle, instead of Great | 
Britain. But such a Minister as Sir William | 
A’Court alone can turn even such treatment to | 
the advantage of his country. 

Lopez Banos, the Minister of War, was one | 
of the generals who commanded in the army of | 
the Isla.

A SHORT METAPHYSICAL LECTURE. 

We think it cannot be disputed that the most 
enormous vices as well as the most exalted vir- 
tues reside in what is callea civil society.

after she had been in to see her husband, and said in 
avery familiar manner, * you trollop, [ had a good 
mind to knock you down ;"* she asked him why : 
he replied * for not kissing your husband ;”° that the 
defendant, while at Col. Wade’s, drank more spirit 
and took a considerable nap; that at 3 o'clock they 
set out toreturn to Newburyport, the defendant then 
being able to guide the horse very well ; Wwitress did 
not make much talk with him, but while on their way 
through Rewley le attempted to kiss her : she resisted, 
and remonstratec with him upon the impropriety of 
such conduct, s$ very unbecoming, especially in one 
of his profession; the defendant shortly afterwards 
observed to witness, that he should come and see her 
often, if it operated on her fevlinegs as it did wren his 

own ; witness asked hin what he meant by such 
langnage ; he also tried to put his hand into her 
bosom, and into her muff, saying that his hand was 
cold. and that he wanted her to hold it in hers ; wit- 
ness told him to take the muff to himself, and then 
shcved it towards him ; he said in the course of the 
conversation that he expected there would be some 
Maffitt stories abovt him soon ; witness observed dhat 
she hoped he would not conduct like that; he also 
put his hand upon the witness's knee, and said he had 
a particular love for her. 

Daniel Foster testified, that when the defendant 
first began to preach at Newbnryport, people observed | 
that many persons went to his meetings who woul? 
not goto any other, and it was thought by many goad 
and wise pecple that the defendant might be an in- 
strument in the Lord's hand of doing good among them ; 
he was therefore countenanced by some respectable

Riot at New-Haven. We have seen a Jet- 
ter from New-Haven, which gives the follow- 
ing account of the origin of the late riot among 
the students at Yale College. 


On Saturday, the 22d of February, two stu- 
dents, one from Alabama, and one from Pough- 
keepsie, N. Y. were riding in a sleigh through 
one of the streets, perhaps, as Colman would 
say, Bacchi plenus ; some knights of the yard 
stick were engaged in a snow-ball frnlick, one } 
of whom made a bad shot and hit the sleigh. 
Madam Yale’s boys, always quick upon the trig- 
ger, made war upon the young lads, and hap- 
pened to come off only second best. They re- 
paired to head-quarters, and drummed up near- 
ly ali the students, in number between 200 and 
390, marched about the city, in triumph, tram- 
pled down one of the Sheriffs, and injured an- 
other citizen. The cry of tire roused many 
citizens from their beds. This row was over a- 
bout 11 o’clock. On Sunday evening, the stu- 
dents again assembled, divided themselves in- 
to squads, patrolled the streets, and about 9 
o’clock assembled in a body on the green. 
When ordered to disperse, they fell upon one 
of the deputy-sheriffs and abused him. On 
Monday, the two students, who were concern- 
ed in the commencement of the affray, were dis- 
missed from college, and left the city, being ap- 
prehensive ofa grand jury presentment. They 
were pursued but not overtaken.
